REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest a composite dispersion comprising a 
continuous phase and a dispersed phase directly bonded to said continuous 
phase forming an "islands-in-an ocean structure"; wherein the continuous phase 
contains a resin and the dispersed phase contains a vulcanized rubber; and 
wherein said resin contains a vulcanization-activating agent or is a crosslinkable 
thermoplastic resin selected from the species listed in independent claims 1 and 
16. 

2. The closest prior art is EP 0170 701 A1 to Johnson disclosing a composite 
dispersion comprising a continuous phase and a dispersive phase containing a 
resin and a vulcanized rubber. However, Johnson does not teach or suggest a 
composite dispersion comprising the recited vulcanization agent or specified 
thermoplastic resin in independent claims 1 and 16, particularly, in an island-in 
an ocean structure as required in said claims.
